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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicants' amendment filed on October 7, 2005 was received. Claim 
1 is amended. Claims 2-3 are deleted. Claims 6-15 are added. Now, Claims 1 and 
4-15 are pending. 

2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 102 in the previous Office Action (Paper 
No. 070905) is/are removed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 6-7 and 1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claim 6 (page 3, line 3 from bottom), after "radical", should there be - 
the content of alkenyl radicals is 0.0005 to 0.1 mol% based on the total of R 1 and 
R 2 ~ ? Note that Applicants state in the Remarks that the newly added Claim 6 is 
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introduced parallel to Claim 1. Furthermore, the specification (page 5, 1 st 
paragraph) also indicates the necessity of the present of these alkenyl radicals with 
the criticality of their amounts. 

In Claim 8, the Markush language causes confusion because the vinyl group 
must be present in Claim 1. 

5. Claims 6-8 and 1 5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejections) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action 
and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of Colas and Butler, taken alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest the composition set forth in the instant claim.
